But, clarification of 
solid powdering adornment charge to which these 
transparency cosmetic areliirited when moisture or oil 
component is contained in large amount, do 
notcontain moisture or oil component in large amount 
quite was difficult.

[0006] Elasticity powder which is used with this inven 
tion, average primary particle diameter due to 
theobservalion which uses electron microscope, is 
resin powder which possesses therubber elasticity 
which is a agglomerate of primary particle of for 
exanple 0.01 to 1000 m you can list the silicone 
elastomer, fluoroalicone elastomer, modified silicone 
elastomer , acrylic type rubber , polyurethane type 
rubber , polyethylene type nfcber , the polyolefin 
type rubber, polyester rubber or other synthetic 
elastomer, and elastomer etc of natural rubber. Among 
these, silicone elastomer (Torayfil E series of Dow 
tarring Toray Silicone Co. Ltd (DB 69-066-9486) 
si^liad), frompoint of use property (Such as for 
exanple feel ) as the cosmetic, is desirable. Furthermore, 
corrpounded amount of silicone elastomer differs 
depending upon agent formwhich is used, but 
graerally,60to99wt% (Below , wt%you 
abbreviate. ) is desirable. 

[0007] In addition, such as trimethyl siloxy silicic acid 
were treated with compound of prior public 
knowledge, silane coupling agent , metal soap , N- 
acylated lysine and perfluoroalkyl phosphoric acid 
ester salt also elasticity powder where elasticity powder , 
the mechanocheirical treatment and plasma treatment 
or other treatment which were done, is applied 
elasticity powder surface tothe this invention. At time 
of use, it is possible to use that way, but cohesionis 
solved making use of bead mill and crusher etc, one 
which isused, is more desirable. 

[0008] As oil which is used with this invention, semis 
olid and liquid state oilwhich usually are used for 
cosmetic can be used for example vaseline and 
liquid paraffin or other hydrocarbons ; stearic acid 
and oleic acid or other fktty acids ; tri capric acid 
glyceryl and the tristearate acid glyceryl or other 
triglyceride; cetanol or other higher alcohol; 
isopropyl m/ristate or other esters ; lanolin derivative; 
you can list methyl polysiloxane and the 
phenylmethyl polysiloxane or other silicone 
conpound etc. and it can melt waxes or otter solid 
oil which cosmetics generally is used,can nix with 
other liquid state oil and it can use by making liquid 
state. Regarding to this invention, you can use these 
oily component confining one kind or more. In 
addition, especially it does not limit compounded 
amount of oil„ butconsidering use property as 
powdering adornment charge, generally, 1 to 40 wt%is 
desirable.
